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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-17 are pending. 

Pending claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of Campbell etal. (EP 1 184 193 A2), Poncelet et al. (US 5,888,71 1) and 
Plank et al. (US 3,816,342) teaches the claimed invention except for the claimed 
chelating agent in a molar ratio of the chelating agent to the aluminum of the 
aluminosilicate polymer being greater than or equal to1 . The reference of Plank 
teaches a small amount of the chelating agent as oppose to the claimed invention; and 
the criticality of the ratio of the chelating agent to the aluminum of the aluminosilicate 
polymer being greater than or equal to1 to the claimed invention has been shown in the 
specification of the current invention.
